An electric cable is used to establish a connection fi-om the power 
supply to the illumination device. 

The electric cable comprises three conductors, wherein two of them are used to transfer 
power from the power supply to the illumination device. The third conductor is used for shielding 
of the other ones and is connected to the ground potential. This ensures that a high frequent drop 
in does not infiltrate the cable or cannot be radiated from the cable.

In most cases the power supply is integrated in the microscope, wherein the connection 
from the power supply to the microscope is carried out within the microscope housing. For the 
connection from the power supply to the external illumination device the cable is provided with a 
connector which fits into a plug of the power supply.
